Proiecnted By The Com- 
aMNTce Cewaissiea. 

The interstate commerce com- 
mission haa gained a victory in 
its campaiKn a)?ainst commi.ssion 
companies which for years have 
defriiuded railroada through 
claims for allcvred damage to 
goods in shipment when the 
Davidson Brothers Commisaion
